Sir: 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  as  Inspector  of  Legal 
Offices  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1956. 

The  volume  in  the  Magistrates’  Courts  is  still  on  the  increase  and  the 
fines  have  increased  nearly  one  million  dollars.  This  means  more  work  for  the 
Magistrates,  Crown  Attorneys  and  their  respective  staffs,  all  of  whom  have 
responded  admirably. 

Five  Magisterial  Courts  in  the  Metropolitan  area  are  now  part  of  the 
Metro  system,  as  of  January  1st,  1957,  and,  of  necessity,  there  will  be  a  cor- 
responding  loss  in  revenue  to  this  office  in  the  present  year.  Four  of  these 
Courts  are  among  the  largest  in  the  Province. 

Last  year’s  drive  on  traffic  offences  has  increased  the  sum  journalled  to 
the  Department  of  Highways  by  nearly  nine  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Surrogate  Court  fees  and  Law  Stamp  revenues  are  up  again.  These  two 
items  are  closely  allied  in  the  probate  or  administration  of  estates. 

Sheriffs,  Local  Registrars  and  County  and  District  Court  Clerks’  offices 
show  a  small  increase  in  all  except  a  few  of  the  smaller  Counties  and  Districts. 

Land  Transfer  Tax  is  up  once  more  by  nearly  half  a  million.  However,  it 
is  apparent  that  while  there  are  increases  in  volume  in  most  Land  Titles  and 
Registry  offices,  these  increases  for  the  most  part  are  quite  minor,  and  in 
several  of  the  medium  sized  offices  a  small  deficit  is  found.  Most  large  offices 
report  that  in  the  first  month  of  1957  business  is  down  from  the  corresponding 
month  in  1956. 
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Division  Court  income  is  more  than  in  1955,  all  of  the  increase  coming 
from  the  larger  Courts.  More  of  the  smaller  ones  have  been  closed  and  it  is 
hoped  that  others  may  be  as  changes  occur  in  the  incumbents. 

Sheriff  C.  H.  Wood  of  Kingston  died  in  June  last  and  Sheriff  V.  L.  Davidson 
of  Welland  retired  in  November  last.  Both  these  gentlemen  gave  efficient 
service  for  over  thirty  years  in  their  respective  Counties. 

Our  staff  is  as  it  was  last  year  at  this  time.  Everyone  has  worked  faithfully 
and  well  in  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duties.  All  usual  audits  have  been 
completed,  as  well  as  many  special  ones,  with  despatch  and  efficiency,  and  our 
relations  with  the  public  appear  to  be  good.  This  relationship  is  what  we  prize 
and  strive  to  maintain.
